An audit has been completed of the financial accounts and 
transactions of the Town of Waldo for the year ended February | 
17, 1948. 


It was ascertained that all disbursements had been made by 
check and were supported by warrants, several of which were not 
signed by the required number of officials. 


Aeron Receivable 

The accounts receivable totaled $43. 71 at the end of the year. 
Schedule A-1 shows in detail the amounts and names of the indi- 
viduals from whom the amounts.are due. 


Taxes Receivable 

_ The 1947 commitment of taxes to the Collector was added 
and found in agreement with the warrant of the Assessors. The 
total assessment charged to the Tax Collector was accounted for 
as follows:

_ With the exception of $.34, all collections, as recorded by the 
Tax Collector, were traced to deposit with the Treasurer. The 
detail of the 1947 taxes receivable, according to the records of the 
Tax Collector, is shown on Schedule A-8. 


All abatements allowed were examined and were found to 
have been signed by a majority of the Assessors. : | 
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Tax Liens 

The outstanding tax liens at February 17, 1948 amounted to 
$310.56, and the detail supporting this amount is shown on Sch. 
A-10. Tax liens which matured during the year under review 
were transferred to the tax acquired property account. With the 
exception of the 1946 liens which are understood to be at the 
Registry of Deeds for recording, the liens were found on file with 
the Treasurer and were examined. 


Tax Acquired Property | 
Schedule A-4 reveals in detail the property acquired by the 
Town through non-payment of taxes. 


Accounts Payable 
The items in this account totaled $808.59. Schedule A-5 
shows in detail the amounts due. 


Notes Payable 

During the year under examination, authorization was given 
at a special town meeting to hire $1,100.00, this amount to be 
credited to the Fire Department account. This transaction was 
made and at the close of the year the $1,100.00 remained unpaid. 


Appropriated Surplus 

The Appropriated Surplus represents the balances of certain 
appropriations or operating account which are carried forward to 
the ensuing year. 1 


Deficit | 

The Deficit represents the excess of the liabilities over the 
assets. A complete analysis of the changes in this account -is 
shown on Exhibit C of this report. 


Trust Funds 
The savings account representing the investment of the 
Bartlett Cemetery Trust Fund was verified. It was ascertained 


@ 
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that all income had been accounted for and that the disbursements 
appeared to be in accordance with the terms of the bequest. 


*General 


The Overlay of $402.77 was within the legal limit of 5% of 
the appropriations, plus State and County taxes. This amount 
was transferred to the Deficit account. 


The 1947 excise tax receipts, Nos. 48 to 116, and those for 
1948, Nos. 1 to 54, were verified by examination of the copies of 
the receipts retained by the Collector. With the exception of 
$6.63, all monies recorded as received were found deposited with 
the Treasurer. This amount has been set up as an accounts re- 
ceivable. | 


The following corporate surety bonds were found on file: 


Treasurer——$2,000.00, Maine Bonding and Casualty Co., 
Bond No. 70198. 

Collector— $2,000.00, Maine Bonding and Casualty Co., 
Bond No. 70257. 


Considerable difficulty was experienced in determining the 
financial position of the Town at February 17, 1948 and the result 
of its operations for the year then ended, due to the following: 


(1) The deposits did not compare with the cash receipts as 
recorded by the Treasurer. 


(2) The disbursements were not made in chronological order. 


(3) The general ledger had not been kept in a manner that 
would reveal the true status of several of the accounts. 


While a detailed audit was not made of all the transactions 
during the year, accounting records and other supporting evidence 
were examined or tested by NC and to the extent deemed 
appropriate.

The School Lunch Program during the Winter months is 
being handled very efficiently, as last year. The children have 
and are deriving a great deal of benefit from this program. Much 
credit is due the teachers for the amount of planning and extra 
work that they have generously given to the pupils of Waldo. 
We have received more surplus foods than last year which has 
provided a broader choice of menus. 
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Our financial picture is not quite as good as last year. Our 
subsidy from the State was reduced much more than we antici- 
pated but we hope with an increase in equalization and the 
restoration of regular school subsidies that we will be able to 
balance our budget next year. 


We have been able to provide an in-service training program 
for our Teachers. In September we were able to have the ser- 
vices of a Reading Consultant from Laidlaw Bros., New York for 
one afternoon and also the services of Mrs. Muriel Erskine, 
Elementary Supervisor, from the State Department of Education 
in October for one week in our Union. Miss Lois Snell, an Arith- 
metic Consultant, from the Webster Publishing Co. was here for 
an afternoon to discuss problems in the Teaching of Arithmetic 
also most welcome and helpful. In December seven of our 
teachers enrolled in the University of Maine Extension Course 


being held in Belfast and Brooks on the ‘“‘Newer Practices in the 
Teaching of Reading.” In January Miss Elizabeth Sylvester 
of Ginn & Co. conducted an all day workshop for the teachers in 
our Union for the purpose of making visual materials and teaching 
aids to assist in carrying out the Teaching of the Meaning Theory 
in Arithmetic. 


Your Superintendent was able to occupy an office in the home 
of Frank Brown early in May and with the aid of efficient sec- 
retaries has been able to administrate an educational program on a 
buisiness-like basis. 


There are eight students attending Crosby High School in 
Belfast and two students attending Morse Memorial High School 
in Brooks. We are most fortunate to have been able to retain 
the services of our teachers who have served us so well and are 
continuing to serve us with such efficiency. They are striving 
hard to provide a broader educational program for your children. 
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I wish to express my appreciation to the Superintending 
School Committee, the Municipal Officers and the Citizens of 
Waldo for their wholehearted loyalty and cooperation during my 
past year of becoming acquainted with the educational program 
and those participating in it.

The third meeting was with Mr. Henry Stevens who grac- 
iously offered to the Town of Waldo a lot of land nearly opposite 
his home which was highly recommended by Mr. Bailey.

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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


Town of Waldo 


The Public Health Nursing Service has been limited this year 
for two reasons, the existing shortage of available Public Health 
Nurses and the lack of an organized group of citizens interested 
in a health program. It is only possible to carry out an effective 
Public Health Nursing program when individuals in the com- 
munity recognize the need for a more adequate health program and 
are willing to organize in a group to help meet some of these needs. 
In spite of these handicaps, your nurse has visited your town 
13 times. 


As any effective educational Public Hea th Program is con- 
cerned with the care of the mother during her pregnancy and the 
establishing of the infant in a routine to build good physical and 
mental health, 17 home visits have been made. To assist- the 
mother in carrying out a daily program for the child during his 
pre-school years which will equip him with a healthy mind in a 
healthy body, thus enabling him to adjust to his school life and 
his life in the community, 15 home visits have been mads2. 


Through the efforts of a committee interested in infants 
and pre-school children a series of 3 Child Health Conferences 
were held. 29 children were given physical examination, 13 were 
immunized against diptheria, 12 against Whooping Cough, 16 
were given Tetanus toxoid for protection against Lockjaw and 4 
were vaccinated against Smallpox. 


The schools have been visited 3 times and 5 conferences have 
een held with the Superintendent of Schools and teachers to 
discuss the health program and individual health problems. 
26 Audiometer tests to determine the percentage of hearing 
ability were done. There were no pupils with defective hearing. 
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This coming year, through a redistribution of towns assigned 
to the nurse, each town will have a Public Health Nurse respons- 
ible for services offered to the community. This should mean 
that the cooperation of an organized committee, interested in 
Public Health Programs, your town can have a program that 
will more nearly meet the needs of the community. 


I would lke to take this opportunity to thank the Town 
Officials, School personnel, Health Officer and members of the 
Health committee for their assistance in making this program 
available to the community.

The cash balance at February 15, 1949 of $1,916.75 was com- 
prised of $1,911.00, which is in the custody of the present Treas- 
urer and $5.75 representing the bank balance of a former Treas- 
urer which has never been transferred to the credit of the present 
Treasurer. These two accounts were verified with the statements 
of the First National Bank of Belfast. 


Taxes Receivable 


The 1948 commitment of taxes was added and found in 
agreement with the warrant of the Assessors. Supplemental taxes 
of $18.00 were collected. The records of the Collector revealed a 
balance of uncollected 1948 taxes of $872.87. 


There were no prior years’ taxes receivable. 


Requests for verification were mailed to a representative 
number of taxpayers whose accounts were outstanding at the 
year end. 


Tax Liens 


The balance of tax liens of $476.30 at the year end was sup- 
ported by liens on file with the Treasurer. Payments received 
during the year appeared to have been credited to the proper ac- 
counts. 


Tax Acquired Property 


Payments on tax acquired property received during the year 
under review reduced the balance of this account to$77.67.
